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Parkway project not delayed, Combs says 



Legislator: ‘More realistic timeframe’ established

FRANKFORT — An Eastern Kentucky 
legislator this week denied media reports that a 
proposal to widen and expand the Mountain 
Parkway would be delayed in the state road 
plan approved last week by the House, saying 
“nothing could be further from the truth.” 

The House last Tuesday approved the two- 
year road plan and nearly $5 billion to fund the 
proposed projects, which includes Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s recommendation to widen and 
expand the Mountain Parkway, including four- 



laning the road from Prestonsburg to Salyers- 
ville. 

Some media outlets reported that the plan 
approved by the House would delay the proj- 
ect, but state Rep. Leslie Combs of Pikeville, 
chair of the House Transportation Budget 
Review Subcommittee, said that would not be 
the case. 

“The reality is that the $755 million project 
would move forward immediately under the 
House proposal; our approach just offers a 
more realistic timeframe than the six years that 
had been first discussed,” Combs said in a 
release Monday. “Additionally, if our plan 



becomes law, tolls also would be unlikely, 
which would avoid a return to the days when 
everyone had to pay to enter and leave the 
region. That’s not just a nuisance; it’s a size- 
able barrier for counties facing double-digit 
unemployment.” 

Combs said that after reviewing Beshear’s 
proposed highway plan, she 

“discovered that the total amount of state- 
funded projects exceeded available funds by 
more than $1 billion.” 

“While some over-programming is appro- 
priate because of various delays, the disadvan- 
tage of having too large of a gap is that it 



makes it less likely projects will be completed 
as scheduled,” she said. “We in the House are 
trying to avoid that, so that communities can 
know when to realistically expect roadwork. 
No one is helped when needed improvements 
remain in limbo for years.” 

Combs said the House revised the timeline 
for the Mountain Parkway project. 

“We propose splitting it into nine phases, 
with three starting this budget cycle and the 
remainder coming through the early 2020s,” 
she said. “That would keep the expansion 
moving forward quickly while not delaying 
projects elsewhere in the state, which would 
likely occur if the timeline is not changed.” 
Combs praised Beshear for making the

Couple

INEZ - A Tomahawk couple 
charged in connection with divert- 
ing more than $97,000 in charitable 
gaming funds pleaded not guilty 
during their arraignment in Martin 
Circuit Court last Thursday and are 
scheduled to appear for a pretrial 
conference April 17 at 11 a.m. 

Public defender Steven Goble 
was appointed to represent the cou- 
ple at court. 

Robin Denise Spence, 47, and 
Charles Spence, 59, both of Toma- 
hawk, are both charged with diver- 
sion of charitable gaming funds for 
financial benefit over $300/complic- 
ity. 

Robin Spence is additionally 
charged with seven counts of diver- 
sion of charitable gaming funds for 
financial Benefit over $300 and 
theft by failure to make required 
disposition of property over 
$ 10 , 000 . 

According to the indictments, 
from Jan. 1, 2011 through June 30, 
2012, Robin Spence and Charles 
Spence, acting alone or in complic- 
ity with each other, allegedly know- 
ingly and unlawfully diverted chari- 
table gaming funds from legitimate 
charitable purposes or lawful 
expenses to their financial benefit or 
the financial benefit of another per- 
son for the amount of $8,106, cash- 
ing those checks at numerous banks.

Regional officials learn how 
to apply for AEP funding

LOUISA - Kentucky Power representatives held 
a meeting in Louisa Monday to discuss how various 
entities could apply for grant money the company 
agreed to provide to the region when it accepted the 
Public Service Commission’s proposal involving the 
purchase of the Mitchell Plant to replace the Big 
Sandy Plant in Louisa when it retires in 2015. 

Kentucky Power noted in a press release follow- 
ing the settlement that the agreement includes eco- 



nomic development and job-training support for 
Lawrence County, where the Big Sandy Plant is 
located, and surrounding counties totaling $233,000 
per year for five years. The agreement also includes 
an increase of its Home Energy Assistance (HEAP) 
contribution by 20 percent and funding for energy 
management programs for schools, which cannot be 
recovered from taxpayers. 

AEP Kentucky Power economic and business 
development external affairs manager Brad Hall 
explained the process of applying for money and

PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson 
County Grand Jury issued seven 
indictments March 19, including 
one for a man who allegedly assault- 
ed a woman with a hammer. 

Donney W. Greathouse II, 24, of 
West Van Lear, is charged with sec- 
ond-degree assault, domestic vio- 
lence. 

According to the indictment, on 
or before Dec. 17, 2013, Greathouse 
allegedly intentionally caused phys- 
ical injury to Cynthia Greathouse 
with a metal hammer. 

Others named in true bills were: 

• Johnny Marcum, 43, of Grove- 
port, Ohio, charged with theft by 
deception (cold checks) under 
$ 10 , 000 . 

According to the indictment, on 
Oct. 21, 2013, Marcum allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully engaged 
in a course of conduct that deprived 
and defrauded Surplus Products 
(Allen Horne) of East Point of $594 
by issuing a check for that amount 
without the proper funds in the 
account to make the payment to 
Surplus Products for that amount. 

• Christopher Kestner, of East 
Point, charged with first-degree 
bailjumping and first-degree persis- 
tent felony offender. 

According to the indictment, on

what types of requests would 
be considered. 

Several county and city 
representatives were present 
for the meeting, including the 
judge-executives of Law- 
rence, Carter and Elliott coun- 
ties as well as the mayors of 
Olive Hill and Paints ville. 
Representatives from the FIV- 
CO, Big Sandy and Gateway 
area development districts 
were also present as well as 
other county leaders and busi- 
ness leaders from throughout 
the region. A Lawrence Coun- 
ty High School teacher also 
brought several students who 
are members of the Junior 
Rotarians. 

Grants will be awarded by 
May 31, according to infor- 
mation provided at the meet- 
ing, and the deadline for sub- 
mitting an application is April 
30 by 5 p.m. 

Only non-profit entities 
can apply for the funding, and 
up to $200,000 will be granted 
in 2014 toward the combined 
eligible projects. 

Grants will be awarded at 
the discretion of AEP Ken- 
tucky Power Economic and 
Business Development until 
funds have been exhausted. 

Hall said that the grants 
must be used for programs or 
projects such as retention and 
expansion surveys, wage and 
benefit surveys, retaining 
existing industries, attracting 
new industries, conducting 
special studies and research 



projects or other creative 
ideas. 

Kentucky Power President 
and CEO Greg Pauley said the 
$200,000 per year is shared 
“with Lawrence County and 
contiguous counties for eco- 
nomic development,” Pauley 
said. 

“This is not money that 
will be recovered,” he said. 
“We’re investing in Eastern 
Kentucky and we’ll always be 
invested. We have developed 
a process to distribute the 
money that is unbiased. There 
will be a committee every 
year doing the same thing ad it 
may be that you choose to do 
a multi-year project. We are 
trying to help with economic 
development in the communi- 
ty. We need to get the areas 
ready for economic develop- 
ment. You’re not competing 
just with the surrounding 
counties, but the whole coun- 
try. Ask for what you want to 
ask for. The committee will 
make their recommendation 
to me. I am excited about 
working with you. I have to 
do a report at the end of the 
year about the money that is 
being disbursed. We want to 
make sure we improve our 
economic development exis- 
tence and we’re going to sur- 
vive if we work together. It’s 
not county against county, but 
Kentucky against the world.” 

Hall said there is no reason 
that East Kentucky can’t com- 
pete on the national level. 

“We don’t market well,” 
Hall said. “No money was 



ever appropriated for market- 
ing, and our property has chal- 
lenges with the water and 
sewer. What the community 
can do is prepare for econom- 
ic development. If we can 
work together, we can com- 
pete. It’s the regional 
approach. We have the second 
lowest power rates in the 
nation. We should be invest- 
ing in property to have it 
available for sale. You got to 
have inventory.” 

Hall said that anyone 
applying for the grant money 
had to fill out their application 
correctly and to ensure it is 
complete before they send it 
out, otherwise the application 
could be discarded. 

Hall also said the applica- 
tions “must be through a non- 
profit entity,” and when apply- 
ing they must sell why their 
project is better than any oth- 
er. 

The money received from 
the grants must be used for 
what they said it would be 
used for and they must also 
have an itemized list. 

“If the application doesn’t 
meet the guidelines, you run 
the risk of it being discarded,” 
Hall said. “The organizations 
are required to formally pres- 
ent the project to the commit- 
tee both orally and with a 
written presentation. There 
will be five people listening to 
the presentation and review- 
ing the application and the 
winner must update the com- 
mittee on their project every 
four months.

parkway expansion project — 
long talked about but never 
achieved — a reality. 

“Numerous governors 
have promised this expan- 
sion for decades, but now 
the end is truly in sight,” 
Combs said. “The question 
is no longer ‘if’ but ‘when.’” 
Combs said the last thing 
House members would want 
to do is “delay what prom- 
ises to be one of Kentucky’s 



biggest accomplishments 
this decade.” 

“We just want to make 
sure it is done the right 
way,” she said. 

Beshear proposed the 
project in January. His pro- 
posal included a series of 
projects, totaling $753.6 
million, by which the Moun- 
tain Parkway would be wid- 
ened and modernized by 
2020. 

Beshear proposed to four 
lane a 29.8-mile section that 



runs through Wolfe, Morgan 
and Magoffin counties. 

The plan would then 
extend the parkway from 
Salyersville to Prestonsburg 
by four-laning 16.2 miles of 
two connecting routes - 
U.S. 460 and Ky. 114. At 
Prestonsburg, the new park- 
way would connect with 
four-lane U.S. 23 - creating 
a modern, four-lane corridor 
all the way from 1-64 near 
Winchester to Pikeville.

tive SOAR summit in 
December, and then we 
turned to look for the people 
to carry out this work - com- 
munity leaders with the prov- 
en tenacity, organizational 
skills and commitment to 
devote time and resources to 
these tasks,” said Beshear. 
“We are excited about the 
ambitious action plan to 
encourage further and even 
more intensive conversation 
on critical topics. We are 
asking a great deal of these 
leaders, and in turn, we are 
also asking the citizens of 
eastern Kentucky to stay 
engaged and energized, 
because our collective work 
is still in its early stages.” 

Rogers said that with the 
loss of nearly 2,300 more 
coal-mining jobs in Eastern 
Kentucky, “the urgency for 
action has never been great- 
er.” 

“We vowed to plan our 
work and work our plan, and 
the executive committee 
members are taking on the 
monumental task of leading 
the way through uncharted 
waters,” Rogers said. “The 
SOAR Summit generated tre- 
mendous content, and we 
need folks from every comer 
of the state to remain com- 
mitted to the cause.” 

The committee’s nine- 
month action plan calls for 
large-scale outreach to East- 
ern Kentucky businesses, 
local governments, organiza- 
tions, and citizens this sum- 
mer through “listening ses- 
sions” to be held throughout 
the region. These sessions 
will produce detailed strate- 
gies for moving the region 
forward that will become part 
of a SOAR program of work 
to be presented at a regional 
summit in November.

The executive committee 
will provide interim gover- 
nance for the initiative until a 
permanent structure is estab- 
lished. Donovan Blackburn, 
PikeviUe’s city manager, will 
serve as managing director.

Floyd sheriff s 
audit report 
is released

FRANKFORT -State Audi- 
tor Adam Edelen last week 
released the audit of Floyd 
County Sheriff John K. Black- 
bum’s 2012 settlement and 
unmined coal taxes. 

The audit found that the 
sheriff’s financial statement for 
the 2012 settlement fairly pres- 
ents the taxes charged, credited 
and paid for April 17, 2012, 
through April 15, 2013, in con- 
formity with the modified cash 
basis of accounting. 

The second audit found the 
financial statement for 2012 
unmined coal taxes fairly pres- 
ents the taxes charged, credited 
and paid for August 16, 2012, 
through August 15, 2013, in 
conformity with the modified 
cash basis of accounting. 

The auditor noted no instanc- 
es of noncompliance in either 
audit. The auditor also noted no 
matters involving internal con- 
trol over financial reporting and 
its operation that were consid- 
ered to be material weaknesses 
in either audit. 

The sheriff’s responsibilities 
include collecting property tax- 
es, providing law enforcement 
and performing services for the 
county fiscal court and courts of 
justice. The sheriff’s office is 
funded through statutory com- 
missions and fees collected in 
conjunction with these duties. 

State law requires the auditor 
to annually audit the accounts of 
each county sheriff. In compli- 
ance with this law, the auditor 
issues two sheriff’s reports each 
year: one reporting on the audit 
of the sheriff’s tax account and 
the other reporting on the audit 
of the fee account used to oper- 
ate the office.
